In his corner he became so ill 
that Ed Stevenson, his manager, 
was forced to notify Referee Tom­ 
my Thomas that his man could not 
continue. 
A considerable volume of booing 
stopped abruptly as he made an el 
fort to arise, only to slump hack.

The writer once heard a noted lec­ 
turer say: “When I want applause 
from my audience, I preach a light 
doctrine, speak in complimentary 
terms, and never get personal.” That 
was years ago, but when I came upon 
this text, I remembered the words of 
my friend and I thought, surely he 
never preached from this text. 
There certainly is nothing “light’* 
about this subject. Nor is it a mere 
compliment And above all else it is 
“personal.” We need waste no time 
in trying to determine the meaning of 
our text. 


Jesus was not issuing a polite invi­ 
tation to certain friends to come and 
garner with Him. And He certainly 
did not leave the way open for any of 
us to give a satisfactory reason for de­ 
clining to do so. And who can say, 
in the light of this text, that we can 
occupy a neutral position? Christ has 
made it perfectly clear that life is 
positive, not negative or neutral. 


“His word” is not simply a bit of 
history with some good advice. 
It 
constitutes the law of life. His direc­ 
tions are “so clear that not even a fool 
should err therein.” The cross-roads 
are clearly marked, the danger sig­ 
nals are all intact. The roadway is il­ 
luminated by His teachings, and ac­ 
cording to our text, we walk in the 
light and “garnered,” otherwise we 
“scattered.” 


Perhaps, such a text might not win 
great applause. Meantime, the writer 
was looking through his mother’s 
Bible; was noting how she un­ 
derscored many passages of scrip­ 
ture, known to be precious to her. 
This text was underscored and 
circled. She has gone to claim her re­ 
ward. 
And now, her pencil marks 
ring out as symbols of “applause” 
and appreciation of the good things 
she found in: 
“THE LIGHT OF HIS WORD”
